School Committee evaluation of 
Superintendent goes well 


WILMINGTON - Following 
new Massachusetts State 
open meeting law require- 
ments, the School Committee 
evaluated Superintendent 
Joanne Benton during open 
seSsion during its May i 
meeting. While the evaluation 
was overwhelmingly positive, 
both the School Committee 
Chair and the Superintendent 
found the new process flawed 
and ultimately not as effec- 
tive. 

"T think the evaluation went 
well overall,” said School 
Committee Vice Chair Dr. 
Leslee Quick. 
“Superintendent evaluations 
can be tenuous for both par- 
ties because it has to be made 
in a public forum. However, 
the process is streamlined 
with a specific list of areas to 
evaluate. Each area begins 
with a generalized statement 
and it is further broken down

three-year contract 


Modest increase in school lunch prices 


WILMINGTON -_ The 
Wilmington Teachers 
Association voted to accept a 
three-year contract with an 
overall five percent increase 
over the course of the term. 

The contract will go into 
effect July 1, 2011 and covers 
school years 2011-2012, 2012- 
2013, and 2013-2014. It includes 
a two percent increase in the 
first year, a two percent 
increase in the second year, 
and a one percent increase in 
year three. 

“This is the first year in sev- 
eral years that we will be 
returning to school with an 
active contract,” 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton told the Crier. 
“We can now focus on student 
learning and teaching.” 

Several language changes 
were also included in the 
negotiation including clarifi- 
cation on the work day at the 
high school and preparation 
time at the elementary school 
so that everyone has the 
same amount of time, 
whether they are a specialist 


or not. 

“I understand and appreci- 
ate the fact that our salaries 
are lower than surroundi 
communities, but it doesn’t 
change the fact that our 
teachers do a great job and 
are committed to 
Wilmington,” said Benton. 

In other school committee 
news a vote is expected June 
8 to raise lunch prices for the 
next school year. Food 
Service Director Mary Palen 
reluctantly recommended a 
five-cent increase in the 
school lunch price due to the 
passage of legislation under 
the Healthy, Hunger-Free 
Kids Act of 2010. 

“The provision, effective 
July 1, 2011, requires all 
School Food Authorities par- 
ticipating in the National 
School Lunch Program to 
ensure that schools are pro- 
viding the same level of sup- 
port for paid lunches as they 
are for lunches served to stu- 
dents who are eligible for free 
lunches,” wrote Palen in a 
memorandum to Benton. 
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Greek Isles Cruise aboard Royal Caribbean’s Splendor of the

THIS YEAR’S 
TAX BRACKETS 

The tax brackets for 2011 are 
slightly different from last year’s 
because of mild inflation. However, 
the tax rates did not change. 

For married couples filing joint- 
ly, the rate for taxable income up 
to $17,000 is 10 percent; the mar- 
ginal rate for income up to $69,000 
is 15 percent. For income up to 
$139,350, the marginal rate 
becomes 25 percent; up to $212,300, 
28 percent; up to $379,150, it’s 33 
percent, then 35 percent after that. 

For singles, the lower brackets 
are half that for married couples, 
but then the brackets widen. For 
taxable income between $34,500 
and $83,600, the marginal rate is 25 
percent, then 28 percent up to 
$174,400. Over that, marginal rates 
are the same as for couples. 

Heads of household start at 
$12,150 for the 10-percent rate with 
marginal rates of 15 percent up to 
$46,250, 25 percent up to $119,400, 
and 28 percent up to $193,350. As in 
the other cases, the marginal rate 
increases to 33 percent for taxable 
income up to $379,150 then 35 per- 
cent over that.

The district may gradually 
raise the price to approach 
$2.46, which represents the 
difference between the free 
Federal reimbursement and 
the Federal reimbursement 
for paid lunches. 

Palen recommends the nick- 
el increase for all student 
lunches and a_ ten-cent 
increase for adult lunches, 
bringing the new lunch price 
to $1.80 for elementary stu- 
dents, $2.05 for middle and 
high school students, and 
$3.10 for adult lunches. The 
increase in the adult price 
also takes into account the 
impact of the local meals tax 
passed at the April 30, 2011 
Town Meeting. 

“We have one of the lowest 
lunch prices in the area,” 
Palen told the Crier. In a pre- 
vious article the Crier chron- 
icled the success of the pro- 
gram, which is attributed 
mainly to volume of sales, not 
Federal subsidy. 

However, in other parts of 
the country where poverty 


rates are much higher and 
more children on average 
qualify for free or reduced 
lunch prices, the system is 
abused. When a_ district 
receives $2.72 for each free 
lunch reimbursement for a 
majority of the population, 
but charges only a fraction of 
that for paying students, the 
federal lunch program effec- 
tively subsidizes all the kids, 
even those who can pay. 

The problem is less of an 
issue in New England, where 
fewer students qualify for 
free or reduced lunches. In 
Wilmington only eight per- 
cent of students qualify, mak- 
ing the success of the pro- 
gram attributable to the high 
participation rate, not federal 
subsidies. 

Under the regulations Palen 
has to raise the rate a mini- 
mum of 3.14 percent, or about 
five cents. The law caps the 
required increase at ten cents 
in a year. Wilmington will 
take several years to reach 
the target of $2.46. 


The West End Museum 
celebrates Boston's

Middlesex Canal was first super-highway 


BOSTON — On June 4, 2011, 
the West End Museum, in 
conjunction with the 
Middlesex Canal Association, 
will open a month-long exhib- 
it titled, “The First Big Dig: 
Celebrating the Middlesex 
Canal.” The retrospective 
kicks off with a public open- 
ing and reception at 1 p.m. on 
June 4 at the West End 
Museum. The exhibit will fea- 
ture paintings, drawings, 
films, lectures, walking tours 
and children’s events high- 
lighting the building of the 
canal; its function and pur- 
pose; and its contribution to 
the Massachusetts economy. 

In 1793, Massachusetts 
Governor John Hancock 
authorized the building of the 
canal between the 
Merrimack River in East 
Chelmsford (now Lowell) to 
the Mystic River in Medford. 
A private company later 
extended the 27-mile channel 
to Boston Harbor. The 
Middlesex Canal was the 
greatest public works project 
of its time and transformed 
post-Revolutionary 


: Massachusetts. 


Before the railroad was 
built along the canal route, 


the waterway was the state’s 
first superhighway. 

The canal enabled the 
transport of manufactured 
goods to Boston Harbor for 
export, produce for families 
in Boston, and granite from 
Chelmsford and 
Tyngsborough for use in the 
construction of Beacon Hill’s 
grand mansions and the new 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

In the 19th century, the West 
End developed as Boston’s 
transportation hub. Today, 
the West End Museum cele- 
brates that history and 


-embraces Boston’s evolution. 


A number of free events are 
planned in conjunction with 
the exhibit—running from 
June 4-July 9, 201i—designed 
to educate, inform and 
delight families, children and 
transportation buffs. 

The Middlesex Canal was 
the most important trans- 
portation development of its 
time, but its story has rarely 
been told. The Middlesex 
Canal Association and the 
West End Museum wish to 
thank the exhibit sponsors for 
helping to bring this celebra- 
tion to life.

Leadership Kane told the 


Crier, “No matter what cate- 
gory in the Superintendent 
goals, it has to be noted that 
her very first goal is student 
learning.

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Winchester chooses to keep some 


of the Fells off-limits

With the passing of 
Memorial Day weekend, the 
unofficial start to summer has 
begun. That means families 
will be looking for outdoor 
activities that are fun, safe 
and nearby. One such activi- 
ty might be a walk through 


_ Middlesex Fells located in and 


around Winchester, Stoneham, 


Medford, Malden, and 
Melrose. 
The Fells has been a topic 


of discussion recently in 
Winchester, as State 


‘Representative Jason Lewis 


(D-Winchester) visited the 
Board of Selectmen in hopes 
of persuading them to consid- 
er opening up more or all of 
the Fells for public recreation- 
al use. 

Said Rep. Lewis, “A large 
portion of the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation in and around 
Winchester is closed to visitor 
use due to its proximity to the 
reservoirs and water treat- 
ment plant used by the Town 
of Winchester. These closures

largely separate the part of 
the Fells closest to our com- 
munities, and make it difficult 
for users to broadly use and 
experience this rich resource 
due to the long distances that 
must be traveled to circum- 
vent the reservoirs.” 
Unfortunately for the rep- 
resentative, the Board of 
Selectmen, acting on a recom- 
mendation by Acting Town 
Manager MaryEllen Lannon, 
voted to keep parts of the 
Fells closed to the public. 
Speaking over the phone, 
Rep. Lewis said about the 


‘board's decision, “I hope the 


Board of Selectmen Will 
reconsider in the future. I 
understand their concerns; 
safety of the town’s water sup- 
ply is paramount.” 

However, the representa- 
tive felt the town could both 
ensure the safety of its water 
supply and allow access to 
that part of the Fells. He rec- 
ommended the board look at 
how other communities han- 
dle their watershed areas 
such as the Quabbin

Reservoir in Belchertown, the 
Wachusett Reservoir in 
Central Mass. just north of 
Worcester, the Sudbury 
Reservoir in the Framingham 
and Marlborough area, and 
the Chestnut Hill Reservoir in 
Brookline. 

The board’s decision came 
at the request of Lannon who 
pointed out four reasons why 
the area around the town’s 
water supply should remain 
closed off. 

¢ Protection and safety of 
the town’s water supply 

* Lack of enforcement to 
deal with increased traffic 
generated . 

¢ Damage to the existing 
infrastructure - particularly 
the dam due to erosion 

¢ Safety of residents and 
users of the trails - emergency 
response 

Lannon told the board she 
took a field trip to the site 
with Steve Swymer, Water 
Department Superintendent, 
and Assistant Town Manager 
Mark Twogood. She said she 
was impressed by the beauty

of the Winchester Fells 
Reservoirs but disagreed with 
opening them up. 

“I believe it. is not in the 
public’s best interest and cer- 
tainly not in the town’s best 
interest (fiscally) to provide 
greater access to this land,” 
she _ stated. “The DCR 
(Department of Conservation 
and Recreation) is willing to 
provide for some limited sig- 
nage where our lands inter- 
sect; however, they do not 
have any plans or funding for 
additional enforcement.” 

To that last point, Rep. 
Lewis felt this was the right 
time to explore a partnership 
with the DCR, as it manages 
most of the Fells. With the 
department currently engaged 
in a Middlesex Fells Trail 
Management Plan, Rep. Lewis 
thought the timing was right 


‘for the town to start working 


more closely with the DCR. 

Last fall, according to 
Lannon, she met with a repre- 
sentative from DCR to discuss 
plans for the Fells, as well as 
Rep. Lewis where he indicated 
his desire to see more of the 
land opened for public use. 

Unfortunately, due to 
issues which Lannon outlined, 
including enforcement, she 
had to recommend keeping 
areas near the reservoir 
closed to the public. She also 
sought the advice of Board of 
Health Director Jennifer 
Murphy, DPW Director Ed 
Grant and Chief of Police Ken 
Albertelli who all agreed with 
the acting town manager. 

In fact, Murphy was 
adamant that if areas near the 
water supply were opened it 
would be a great public health 
concern. She said, “While 
dogs and people may be 
banned from entering the 
water supply, the reality is 
that it will occur (I know this 
from my own town of North

named the Division II East 
Region Track Athlete of the 
Year by the U.S. Track and 
Field and Cross Country 
Coaches Association (USTFC- 
CCA) on Friday. 

White is the second UMass 
Lowell athlete this year to 
earn a major honor from the 
USTFCCCA. Junior Jeff Veiga 
(Lowell, Mass.) was named 
the USTFCCCA East Region 
Athlete of the Year following 
the cross country season. 

The honor follows’ a plau- 
dit-filled last few. weeks for 
White, who was named the 
Northeast-10 Conference 
Track Athlete of the Year on 
May 7 and won three events 
last weekend at the New 
England Championship. 

White is among 10 UMass 
Lowell athletes who enter the 
NCAA Championship 
Thursday through Saturday at 
Cal State Stanislaus. He has 
qualified for the NCAA 
Championship in two events - 
the 400 meter dash, in which 
he ranks third, and the 4X400 
meter relay, ion which UMass 
Lowell sits seventh. 

Recently, White captured 
the 200 and 400 meters at the 
New England Championship 
and was also part of the 4X400 
meter relay team which cap- 
tured the title in 3:10.69. He 
won the 200 meters and set a 
school record in 21.19 seconds, 
which ranked 20th on the 
NCAA Division II list, but was 
just short of the NCAA field. 

White moved on the cap- 
ture the 400 meters in a per- 
sonal-record 46.55 seconds, the 


third-fastest time in the coun- 
try this season. 

White’s upcoming appear- 
ance in the NCAAs marks his 
third showing in four track 
and field seasons at UMass 
Lowell. He placed fourth in 
the indoor 200 meter dash last 
year in 21.65 seconds. 

A native of Tewksbury, 
Mass., White is the son of 
Geraldine White of 
Tewksbury, Mass., and Randy 
White of Stoughton, Mass. 


eUMass Lowell baseball 
was eliminated from the 
NCAA Tournament East 
Regional as it fell, 3-0, to 
Franklin Pierce in Rindge, 
NH.

She stressed, “Dogs will be 
off their leash and WILL enter 
the water supply.” 

Grant outlined similar con- 
cerns, stating, “Opening one 
of our main roads in the mid- 
dle of the reservoirs to the 
public will only encourage a 
large number of people to 
explore the remaining six 
miles of roads within our 
reservoirs. This eventually 
will lead to water quality 
issues, erosion, potential fire 
issues, additional police 
enforcement, and also poten- 
tial liability issues on town 
owned land.” 

Speaking to that enforce- 
ment issue, Chief Albertelli 
said his department has limit- 
ed resources to “patrol the 
Middlesex Fells, respond to 
incidents and enforce viola- 
tions.” Encouraging addition- 
al use would only require 
additional police presence, the 
chief said. 

He asked for additional 
funds for enforcement before 
he felt comfortable opening up 
the land for public use.

needed. 

Is this a topic about which 
the public cares? Rep. Lewis 
said that since he took office 
he’s heard from more con- 
stituents about the Fells than 
any other topic. Therefore, it 
would seem residents would 
show an interest in this topic 
should the board choose to 
open it up to them. 

Both Lannon and Rep. 
Lewis noted the confusing sig- 
nage in the Fells and both felt 
something should be done. 
The representative noted that 
“people will abide by fair and 
reasonable rules.” He 
believed that one way to 
enforce the land was with 
clear signage. 

He also asked the board to 
look at how other watershed 
areas are enforced. He said 
they put in place reasonable 
rules that are enacted. 

Could non-profit groups 
assist in enforcement with 
fundraising? Rep. Lewis felt 
that was another potentially 
viable option. Non-profit 
groups have done many things 
around town such as raising 
funds for the splash park at 
Borggaard Beach and repair- 
ing the Ginn Field 
Playground. Winchester is 
one community that has seen 
many residents donate time 
and money for a worthy cause. 

“We’re fortunate to have 
the Fells in our backyard,” 
Rep. Lewis pointed out, “and 
we should enjoy it for recre- 
ation today. But, I believe we 
can balance fun and safety.” 

At one point, Selectman 
Jim Johnson agreed with the 


representative. He called it, 
after a recent board meeting, 
“aesthetically pleasing,” but: 
saw, after a longer review, the’ 
same problems Lannon and’ 
others did: namely, a lack of 
funds for enforcement that 
would pose problems with the 
water supply. : 

“We can’t go forward’

Meadow Brook storage site © 


The Community Planning 
and Development Commission 
opened a public hearing 
Monday night as Meadow 
Brook Golf Club proposed 
their plans to build a new 
4,000-square foot storage facil- 
ity. 
The new facility would 
replace an existing 50-year- 
old building, and would be 
used to house fuel tanks, 
chemical storage tanks, 
mechanical lifts and a bio- 
remediation system. 
According to Peter Grimm, 
speaking on behalf of Meadow 
Brook, the existing building 
can’t adequately protect and 
support modern equipment. It 
would, however, remain in use 
as a garage. 

According to the plans, the 
new building will consist of 
two sections. One section will 
be fully enclosed and used by 
workers, and the second sec- 
tion will be roofed, but not 
enclosed, and will be used as 
storage. The outer roofed sec- 
tion will also serve as a wash 
area. 

Bernie Paquin, an engi- 
neer representing Meadow 


Brook, said that no new pave- 
ment would be laid down, with 
the club continuing to use the 
existing gravel drive. Paquin 
also said that any displaced 
soil would be used elsewhere 
on the golf course, and that all 
drainage and storm water 
regulations would be adhered 
to. 

John Weston, chairman of 
the commission, commended 
Meadow Brook for the quality 
of their submission, but he 
and the rest of the commis- 
sion noted that there were 
some issues that needed to be 
addressed before approval 
could be given. 

One of those issues was the 
status of the wetlands in the 
area. Town Planner Jean 
Delios expressed concerns 
that wetlands around the 
affected area would need to be 
flagged first, but Paquin said 
that wetlands had been 
flagged and delineated for 
previous projects, so doing so 
again would likely be unneces- 
sary.

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Sun safety guidelines 
get an up date

- preached the importance of 
being smart about sun expo- ~ 


sure. Considering skin can- 
cer is the most common 
form of cancer in Canada 
and the U.S., according to 
Statistics published by the 
leading cancer organiza- 
tions in both countries, 
many people have long 
heeded the warnings. 
Although many of the pre- 
cautions remain the same, 
this season individuals may 
want to pay attention to 
some of the newer informa- 
tion about sun safety. 


UV Rays and the Ozone 
Layer 


_ The sun is responsible for 
life on the planet as we 
know it. Without sunlight, 
plants would fail to thrive 
and there would not be ade- 
quate warmth to heat up the 
planet. Still, the sun is a 
double-edged sword. The 
warming rays responsible 
for life can also be detri- 
mental. A primary compo- 
nent of sun rays — ultravio- 
let rays — can cause skin 
and eye damage. 


"UV rays come in three 
types: 


_ 1. UVA: These’rays cause 
skin aging and wrinkling 
and contribute to skin can- 
cer, such as melanoma. 
They are the most common 
UV rays to reach people. 


“2. UVB: These rays are 


also damaging, but the’ 


ozone layer blocks much of 
them from passing through. 
Some do make it through 
and can be harmful. 


3. UVC: These rays might 
be lesser known to the gen- 
eral public, but they are the 
most harmful. These rays 
are blocked by the ozone 
layer in the atmosphere and 
don't reach the earth. 


Although the ozone layer 
filters much of the harmful 
ultraviolet radiation, the 
thinning of the ozone layer 
due to greenhouse gases 
and other effects of human 
life poses a problem. Some 
portions of the ozone layer 
are depleting. Contrary to 
what some people may 
think, thinning of the ozone 
layer is more pronounced at 
the poles of the earth rather 
than in the equator region. 
There is a large area of 
thinning over Antarctica, 
which some _ scientists 
believe correlates to a 
weather phenomenon called 
a: "polar vortex." This is 
when air is blown around 
the planet and atmosphere 
and is isolated over 
Antarctica during the win- 


ter. air contains global 
pollutants, which break 
down the ozone layer. 
Changes to Sun 
Protection Guidelines 


Although very thin patch- 
es in the ozone layer are 
sparsely located at the 
poles, the overall concentra- 
tion of ozone in the strato- 
sphere fluctuates. Thinning 
resulting from chlorofluoro- 
carbons, or CFCs, and nitro- 
gen oxides in the air has 
compromised the ozone to 
the point that greater pre- 
cautions may be necessary 
to protect the body from UV 
rays. 


* It is widely known that _ 
the sun is responsible for - 


producing vitamin D in the 
body. That vitamin D works 
in concert with calcium to 
produce strong bones. 
Vitamin D is sometimes 
known as the "sunshine 
vitamin." Three-quarters of 
U.S. teens and adults are 
deficient in vitamin D, 
according to information in 
the Archives of Internal 
Medicine. While the old way 
of thinking was to get 20 
minutes of unprotected sun 
exposure a day to generate 
vitamin D, new thinking 
offers that supplements and 
fortified foods are the safest 
way to get vitamin D, espe- 
cially for those who are 
deficient.

Softball team wins league title 


Wildcats leave Cape Ann League on top 


Will play Tewksbury in first 
round of state tournament

Although it was different 
this year with less teams, 
and less quality teams, the 
Wilmington High School 
Softball team won its first 
Cape Ann League 
Championship title since 
2004 this past weekend, after 
defeating North Andover, 6-0 
on Sunday night to officially 
seal the deal. 

Before the 2011 season 
started, the Cape Ann 
League went from two soft- 
ball divisions to three.

“She didn’t tell us until 
after the game that we won 
the league title,” said co-cap- 
tain Taylor Hanley, the 
team’s all-star third base- 
man. 

Now with the league title in 

hand, Wilmington still has 
unfinished business left to 
attend too - on Thursday, the

son, 15-1 and 10-5, in two rain 
filled sloppy games. The 
Redmen finished the season 
with a 14-6 record, compared 
to 13-7 for the Wildcats. 

“I think having Audrey tell 
us (Sunday) that we had 
something to play for (with 
the league title on the line) 
helped us, because now our 
next game could be our last 
game and we don't want 
that,” said Hanley, who will 
join her twin brother Sean at 
Worcester State College in 
the fall. 

But for Hanley and Tori 
Lord, the other co-captain 
and league all-star, this 
league title means so much. 
After all, entering this sea- 
son, the Wildcats returned 
just three starters - Lord, 
Hanley and shortstop Emily

Zaremba was coming back 
after she logged a lot of var- 
sity minutes as a reserve 
player. 

“This means a lot,” said 
Lord, who mostly was an out- 
fielder last year while serv- 
ing asa back-up pitcher.

While the CAL Division 1 
didn’t have those tougher 
teams from the Division 2 
tier, certainly | what 
Wilmington accomplished

(10), three teams going to 
the state tournament, and 
lost close battles with 
Amesbury (5-4) and 
Newburyport (6-4 in 8 
innings). 

“Two of our losses were to 
Tewksbury, a very good 
team,” said Cabral-Pini.

we just weren't ready to play.

“Our entire infield defense 
has been very strong and I 
said that right from the 
beginning,” said Cabral-Pini. 
“The part where we were 
worried about was the out- 
field, but Jackie Kennedy 
stepped up and has played 
great in left field, Cristina 
Wilson in center field and 
Kim Woods is in right, and 
the three of them have all 
stepped up. Kim is a real 
speedster and she gets to a 
lot of balls that not to many 
people would get too.” 

Cabral-Pini knew that she 
would be returning a pretty 
good infield with junior 
shortstop Emily Crannell 
and Hanley returning on the 
left side, while, Zaremba 
would take over full time at 
second base and Jenn 
Stewart, who take over the 
reigns at first. Zaremba 
along with Crannell were 
named all-league players 
this week, while, Lord and 
Hanley were named all-stars. 

“Lauren was basically a 
fill-in last year and towards 
the end of the year we used 
her as a hitter, but this year 
she took on a much bigger 
role and has become an all- 
conference player,” said 
Hanley.

Baseball team to take

Two weeks ago the 
Wilmington High School 
Baseball team was 6-9 and 
with five games left, two 
losses would send the team 
home early.

Winning 
four out of our last five 
games and doing it against 
teams like Tewksbury and 
Chelmsford is an achieve- 
ment in itself. Getting it 
done to make the states 
makes it a whole lot more 
special. Even the game we 
lost against Reading, 1-0, we 
out pitched them, out hit 
them but they just scored 
one more run than we did. A 
few of those balls that we 


hit, we hit hard but right at 
them. Five feet one way or 
the other and it's a different 
game. But I'm real proud of 
the way the guys came 
together for those last five 
games. We have to be one of 
the hottest teams going into 
the tournament and I'm 
sure Beverly is not going to 
take us lightly.” 

Beverly finished 14-6 play- 
ing out of the Northeast 
Conference.

The Voke rally started with 
a walk, followed by a single 
by their top hitter, and then a 
seeing eye single to load the 
bases.

“Scientists believe that a 
healthy, active lifestyle 
allows people to live a 
vibrant life - a physically, 
intellectually, emotionally, 
socially active, and function- 
ally independent existence.

For those who are looking 
for a way to begin on the 
path to good health, TOPS 
suggests starting with a 
walking program. Walking 
is a slow and easy way to 
ease the body into a higher 
level of fitness. It is acces- 
sible to most everyone, does- 
n’t require any special 
equipment or practice, and 
offers a long list of health 
benefits, including: 

- Lowering low-density 
lipoprotein (LDL) choles- 
terol (“bad” cholesterol) 
and raising high-density 
lipoprotein (HDL) choles- 
terol (“good” cholesterol) 

- Lowering blood pressure 

- Reducing the risk of, or 
managing, type 2 diabetes 

- Preventing osteoporosis 


- Managing weight 

- Improving mood 

According to TOPS, speed 
is not as important as one 
might think. For example, 
recent research indicates 
that walking at a normal, 
brisk pace can reduce the 
risk of heart attack by near- 
ly the same amount as jog- 
ging or another aerobic 
activity. 

Even though walking is a 
low impact activity and sus- 
taining a serious injury is 
unlikely, it is important to 
prepare for this exercise to 
prevent things like blisters 
or muscle pain. For this 
reason, one should wear 
comfortable footwear with 
arch support, a firm heel, 
and thick but flexible soles. 
Wear loose-fitting and com- 
fortable clothes in layers 
and dress for the weather 
and the time of day you are 
walking. Good posture is 
important. It is also impor- 
tant to begin slowly, to 
warm up the muscles, and to 
stretch your muscles before 
and after your walk. 

Here are a few other things 
to remember when taking 
the first steps toward fit- 
ness: 

- It’s okay to start slowly, 
especially if a fitness rou- 
tine is new. Set defined goals 
of time and distance and 
stick to them. Then slowly 
increase the time and dis- 
tance to 30 to 60 minutes sev- 
eral times a week. 

- Measure the intensity of 
the workout by monitoring 
heart rate. This can be done 
manually by checking the 
pulse in the wrist or neck or 
with an electronic device. 
Knowing the intensity of the 
workout will help to maxi- 
mize its effect on the body.
